I agreed 
with him that he had better seek an appointment with Pete Scoville and explain 
this whole thing to him; at the same time, he should also explore the possibility 
of obtaining some or all of these communicators from the Air Force or else- 
where since I doubted seriously that the OSA program could stand a ten-month 
delay. In this connection, I requested that he take Gates Lloyd along with him 
when he talks to Pete .
